r S R 312 (E) -In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 21 of the Railway Protection Force Act, 1957 
(23 of 1957)the Cental Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Railway Protection Force 

Rules, 1987, namely 

l (l) These rules may be called the Railway Protection Force (Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date oftheir publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Railway Protection Force Rules, 1987, 

(i) For rule 111, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: 

“111. Redressal of collective grievances through departmental channel: 

The sunerior officers of the Force shall, personally assess the collective grievances of Ihe members of the 
ForcemKted under them and submit their recommendations to the Chief Security Commissioner concerned 
or the Director-General as the case may be. These officers in turn, shall keep the General 
Railway or theCentralGovenunentfiiUypostedaboutthe nature ofmajor grievances and highlight the need 
for issuing suitable orders for their redressal. , 

(ii) Rule 112 shall be omitted.
